However, no table tops, 
portraits, or subjects other than those of 
a scenic nature will be allowed. Bring three 
slides in September; two or three will be 
accented for the competition depending upon 
the number of entries. 

We hope that every MSCer will get busy 
this sunnier and that all of you will enter 
the September competition.

All the slides have been returned; the 
report cards, programs, and the acceptance 
stickers have been mailed; and the two high¬ 
ly successful showings of the Second New 
York International Stereo Salon are a part 
of MSC 1 s history. The Salon Conmittee can 
now breath a collective sigh of relief as 
they sit back and review the fruits of their 
last year's labor. 

Planning forthe Second Salon was started 
even before the work of the First Salon was 
completed. Under the direction of Chairman 
Don Forrer, new entry forms were designed, 
a publicity program was mapped out, a com¬ 
pletely new format in salon catalogues was 
evolved. Judges were chosen, and the beau¬ 
tiful special awards were secured from their 
generous donors. 

The rear passed quickly as the various 
committees busily carried out their assigned 
tasks. It seemed like no time at all before 
the entry forms were mailed out and the 
slides started to arrive. Our Second Salon 
was fortunate in receiving a very large 
number of entries. Slides poured in from 
all comers of the globe, packed in every 
imaginable manner. The Conmittee was ex¬ 
tremely gratified at the high percentage of 
foreign entries received, due largely to 
the efforts of two PSA stalwarts, Ruth Bauer 
and Walter J. Goldsmith. Their untiring ef¬ 
forts to promote stereo on an international 
scale certainly produced impressive results. 

During a marathon judging session which 
ran from 9:30 A.M. to 8 P.M., the Judges 
selected the outstanding work among the 
many excellent slides entered. This was 
indeed a Herculean task but one for which 
the fine judging panel was eminently quali¬ 
fied. The Judges were: Ruth Bauer, Fred 
Adams, and Lee Hon, all of whom are active 
both in the affairs of the Photographic 
Society of America and the doings of the 
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Thirty days hath September, 
April, June, and November. All 
the resthave thirty one—which 
is fortunate. This will give 
two extra days for working on 
Dude sequences during July and 
August.

All 
that is required is a little 
thought, preparation, and care¬ 
ful editing on your part. 

Don't forget that Alfredo 
Antonini, Music Director of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
will choose the musical accom¬ 
paniment for the winning en¬ 
tries. Your narration will be 
read by MSC's good friend, Ted 
Malone in his inimitable style. 
Each winner will receive a 
copy of the completed tape of 
his entry.
